Interview Summary Attachment 
Agreement was reached as to claims 11-16. Examiner confirmed that claims 
11-16 are allowed and that claims 8 and 10 are allowable if written in independent form. 
. Examiner noted that line 1 of claim 12 should recite "process" instead of 
"vulcanization mold". Discussed Ladouce as to the claimed "side portion rings" and 
sub-rings. Discussed outer surface of mold. Examiner noted that the hoops ("sub- 
rings") are located in a recess of support 10 and do not contact a tread ring and bead 
ring; the recess defining cylindrical faces 13. No agreement was reached as to claims 
1-3 and 5-7 in the amendment filed 1 1-4-04. However, Examiner proposed allowable 
subject matter: Amend claim 2 to insert -wherein one of said two or more sub-rings 
contacts the tread ring and another of said two or more sub-rings contacts the bead 
portion ring-- and (2) delete -so as to open to an outside of the mold, wherein an outer 
surface of the side ring portion defines an outer surface of the mold--. Amend claim 1 in 
a corresponding manner. The subject matter regarding "contact" is reasonably 
conveyed by the original disclosure including page 6 paragraphs 24-25 and the original 
figures. Examiner recommended appropriately amending the specification to provide 
literal antecedent basis for the "contact" language.
